19 Chinatown garment shops 
were charged last week with mis- 
demeanor critninal citations for fail- 
Ure to keep proper records of 
employees” hours and wages. 

The state Industrial Welfare 
Division，in a Press release，stated 
that the complaints were filed after 
inspections in January showed that 
the shops had not corrected illegal 
precedures that were first cited in 
September 1973. 

Evelyn Whitlow，State Chief of 
Industrial Welfare，stated that the 
division has worked for voluntaty 
compliance. “We have held meet- 
ings with Chinese employers and 
their accountants to explain in Eng- 
lish and Chinese the labor law and 
the Industrial Welfare Commission 
orders,”she said . 

A major concern is that shops 
zhat do not keep proper records do 
not pay minimum wages. 
“Prosecution against the shops 
cited has been turned ovyer to the 
district attorney s ofce. Offtenses 
can be penalized by a $300 fine or a 
jail sentence Up to six months.

At this time, no one knows the extent of these raids 
and the possible idictments. But no one can deny its 
impact on the Chinese communities in the United 
States. 

We call on anyone associated with the underworld to 
renounce his connections， for the good of the commnu- 
nity, of his family and of himselft. We stand firm on the 
side of the people of our community. The progress of 
this _ community and the acetivities of the underworld 
cannot CO-eXist!

arriving in the city in early 1848, one 
of them must have set up a dining 
establishment to cater to the desires 
of his fellow-countrymen. Certtainly， 
they must have found the “native” 
dishes at the inns，somewhat less 
than exciting when compared to 
Chinese food. And most certainly,，a 
non-Chinese followed his nose one 
day into this Chinese “cafe… and 
the tradition of Chinese restaurants 
had its start. 

This speculation is not really so 
far fetched when traditional food 
dishes of various nationalities are 
compared. Early gold-seekers from 
European backgrounds would have 
eaten each other's food， The Chi- 
nese gold-seeker amnd labcrer, on the 
other hand, might have found such 
food very foreign and Unpalatable， 
perhaps, leadirig to the preparation 
of his own cuisine。 Whereas Euro- 
peans could dine at the“inns,”the 
Chinese would have opened separate 
facilities，possibly the first restau- 
fant. 

If this honor belongs to the Chi- 
nese，ijit should go to the“Canton 
Restaurant.” It was located near 
Portsmouth Plaza, on Jackson street 
and the historic site in December， 
1849 of the first meeting by Chinese 
in_ California to organize for their 
Imutual protectiom and assistance. 
(The site deserves an historical 
matker，at the very leastl) 


CANTON RESTAURANT 

Author John Frost visited the 
Canton Restaurant in 18S1 and 
wrote thathe was“ “astonished at the 
neat arrangement and cleanliness of 
the place, the excellence of the table 
and moderate charges.

selves is available on this subject.

Old newspapers, letters and printed 
materials in the province of Canton， 
China is one possible source. The

It is strange that.Americans，like 
the British in the public media, have 
ignored for so long the culinary art 
of the Chinese and seldom grant 
public recognition for the excellent 
food.

Each piece of property in the area that changed hands during the two periods 
was listed. Simple name transfers and estate inheritances were discarded . 
Some commercial sales were included. A percentage increase for: 22 dwell- 
ings,， 19 fiats and 14 apartments was tabulated and averaged. The figures 
would be a conservative indication of present values, since they reflect the in- 
crease as of the period 1973-1974. 


Three statistical methods all arrived at almost the same figures. The numer- 
ical average was 42.38%. Discarding the extremes on both ends of the scale 
gave a 42.65% average increase. The median of the 22 dwellings was a 
45.67% increase. 


A separate figure was tabulated-for the Richmond Chinese core area (shaded 
areain Map 1) in order to determine if areas heavily sought after by Chinese 
appreciated by a greater amount than areas less desirable. The difference was 
negligible. 

The average was 39.99% ，the average with the extremes discarded was 
40.2% ,and the median, 30.86%. Flats showed two large groupings in the 30- 
40% increase and the 50-60% increase ranges. The higher figure would:reflect 
those who made improvements on their property'or at least keptthe property 
in good condition. Also there was the added value of depreciation of rental 
property that would increase the value. The core area was too small to meas- 
Ure. 

Average 一 31.09% ; without extremes 一 23.49%; median 一 26.25%. Apartment 
houses，being a more sophisticated market，presumably would develop 
earlier. Richmond district downzoning could have a negative influence here.

Cantonese, Mandarin, and a Shang- 
hai dialect，and feels that about 3 
per cent of her clientele speak neith- 
er English nor Cantonese. 

The President of Golden State， 


Ben Home, says he believes in the 
Richmond district and would like to 
see aniend to the “bedroom comtmu- 
nity” attitude.， He is joining with 


other businessmen to start a savings 
and loan in the Richmond that will 
“channel money out to improve oOUL 
neighborhood.”He says that Gold- 
en State had from $s to $6 million 
worth of sales last year with about 
80 per cent Asian participation， 

Real estate apbpraiser Jackson Hu， 
who is recognhized as one of the most 
knowledgeable authorities on Rich- 
mond district real estate values， 
feels that prices are So high that a 
person should consider building a 
house instead of buying one second- 
hand. A vacant lot could cost about 
$1sS-20,000，according to Hu. Add 
this to a $57,200 estimated replace- 
Iment cost new of a_ building (see 
Map 2and Table 2) and it might be 
better to build than to buy. 


Certainly the Richmond has been_ 


booming. Since 1964, San Francisco 
Federal Savings has made $s0 mil- 
lion in loans to Chinese Americans， 
according to Assistant Vice Presi- 


1 dent and Manager Quailand Tom. 


He feels that about 40 per cent of 
that total went to the Richmond dis- 
trict， One block in the Richmond 
core area has seen 14 property pur- 
chases this year, Ten of hem were 
made by Chinese: 

One of the amazing factors in the 
real estate market in the Richmond 
is that price_ increases could make 
this survey out of date next month. 
Real estate agents interviewed all 
agreed that prices will go higher and 
a 1l0 to 20 per cent increase by the 
end of the year is very bossible.
